This year’s consumption is 
expected to top 45,000.000 pounds!

If mail order houses may be ac- 
cepted as an index to price trends, 
fall merchandise, as a whole, will 
be considerably higher than a year 
ago. The mail order catalogues will 
show an average mark-up of 5 per 
cent. 

In addition to labor and com- 
modity costs, price fixing is an im- 
portant factor contributing to the 
advance in retail prices. Many 
states now fix przces by state law, 
also attempting to control resale 
prices in the retail trade in other 
states,
